It  was  voted  by  the  town  to  raise  $1,000  in  money,  to  be 
expended  on  the  different  roads  in  town,  under  the  direction  of 
the  selectmen. 

Also,  at  a  subsequent  meeting  holden  at  Concert  Hall,  on  the 
ninth  day  of  September,  A.  D.  1867,  the  selectmen  were  author- 
ized to  raise  by  loan  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred 
dollars,  for  repairing  the  different  highways  and  bridges  in 
town,  under  their  direction;  also,  voted  to  authorize  the  select- 
men to  raise  by  loan  $200  to  build  the  Saunders  road  and  pay 
damages.  $650  only  has  been  hired.  The  sums  expended  in 
repairing  the  several  roads  and  bridges,  besides  the  labor  tax,

The  actual  expense  of  the  Town  Farm  cannot  be  shown,  from 
the  fact  that  many  items  are  not  taken  into  account,  namely: — 
The  stock  has  been  considerably  increased  in  value;  6  nice 
calves  have  been  raised  the  last  year ;  some  40  rods  of  stone 
wall  has  been  laid  during  the  past  season;  about  4000  feet 
of  hemlock  has  been  drawn  to  the  mill,  and  from  30  to  35 
cords  of  cedar  drawn  to  the  mill  to  be  sawed  into  shingles  on 
shares.  In  regard  to  the  cedar,  we  would  say  that  nGne  has 
been  cut,  except  such  as  was  depreciating  in  value. 

There  has  been  some  repairs  in  the  house,  and  some  articles 
bought  within  the  last  year  that  do  not  ordinarily  enter  into  the 
expenditures.  The  Overseer  has  worked  on  the  highway  to  the 
amount  of  $14.

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KEPOIiT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


DISTRICT  No.  1. 

   AGENT. 

No  summer  term.  All  the  money  was  put  into  the  winter 
term.  Miss  Shedd  is  an  experienced  and  successful  teacher, 
and  good  progress  was  made  in  the  several  studies.  Quite  a 
number  from  other  districts,  not  reported  in  the  register,  at- 
tended this  school. 

The  school-house  is  the  worst  in  town.  It  is  worn  out,  cold, 
and  unfit  for  use.  Why  not  remove  the  disgrace  by  repairing 
or  tearing  down,  and  building  a  new  one  ? 

DISTRICT  No.  2. 

ROLLIN    TOWN,  AGENT. 

Miss  Tenney  is  a  young  teacher — this  being  her  first  attempt. 
Her  genial  nature  and  social  habits  led  her  pupils  to  love  and 
respect  her. 

The  winter  term  was  under  the  charge  of  Mary  E.  Witt,  and 
marked  improvement  was  made,  as  usual,  under  her  instruc- 
tion. A  few  large  boys  (four  in  number),  large  enough  to  be 
called  young  men,  other  things  being  equal,  who  played  truant 
at  the  sight  of  the  Committee,  may  be  an  exception.  Of  their 
improvement  we  cannot  speak — such  conduct  we  cannot  excuse. 

DISTRICT  No.  3. 

A.  T.  HOI/P,  AGENT. 

The  summer  term  was  well  attended — instruction  and  im- 
provement commendable.    Miss  Hobb's  succeeded  very  well. 

The  winter  school  was  large  and  more  difficult  to  manage 
than  the  summer.  The  instruction  thorough  and  'improve- 
ment good,  but  the  order  defective.  The  success  of  this  school 
demands  a  male  teacher  in  winter.  The  school-house  needs 
underpinning  to  make  it  comfortable.  This  must  be  attended 
to  before  another  winter  term. 

DISTRICT  No.  4. 

JEREMIAH   FOSTER,  AGENT. 

This  is  a  small  district,  expending  its  money  in  the  winter 
term. 

Its  last  term  was  one  of  the  most  successful  it  ever  had.  The 
improvement  in  some  branches,  especially  reading  and  spelling, 
was  very  marked.  Miss  Howe  is  a  very  affable  and  successful 
teacher.  Every  term  in  this  district  should  be  followed  by  a 
private  term.  This  is  an  inheritance  due  the  children.  Educa- 
tion is  the  best  gift  of  parents. 

DISTRICT  No.  5. 

.WILLIAM   BENSON,  AGENT. 

The  summer  term  was  like  all  the  schools  taught  by  Miss 
Witt — a  success.  She  is  a  good  disciplinarian  and  competent 
instructor.    A  successful  private  term  followed. 
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The  winter  term  was  the  first  school  of  Mr.  Burnham  ;  we 
hope  it  will  not  be  his  last.  The  progress  in  arithmetic,  gram- 
mar and  reading  was  commendable  to  both  teacher  and  schol- 
ars.   This  is  one  of  the  best  schools  in  town. 

It  deserves  a  better  and  more  accessible  site  for  its  school- 
house.  We  recommend  that  the  house  be  moved  from  the 
woods  into  the  road,  where  it  can  be  reached. 

DISTRICT  No.  6. 

SOLOMON    MILLETT,  AGENT. 

Miss  Millett  succeeded  well  in  the  summer  term.  The  winter 
term  was  equally  successful  under  Miss  Holt.  This  school  has 
sustained  its  high  reputation  during  the  past  year.  The  parents 
seem  to  do  what  they  can  to  make  the  school  a  success.  Al- 
though a  coat  of  paint  would  improve  the  appearance  of  the 
outside  of  the  house,  yet  the  inside  is  well  furnished  for  the 
comfort  of  the  scholars.  No.  6  is  decidedly  a  good  district, 
and  the  school  ranks  high. 

DISTRICT  No.  1. 

FREELAND   HOWE,  AGENT. 

The  schools  in  this  district  have  not  all  been  so  successful 
as  we  could  have  desired. 

The  upper  Primary,  by  reason  of  some  dissatisfaction  of  a 
portion  of  the  parents,  failed  to  accomplish  great  results.  We 
think  Miss  Reed  better  adapted  to  a  smaller  school  of  more  ad- 
vanced scholars. 

The  lower  Primary,  under  Miss  Howe  (in  summer),  was 
pleasant  and  profitable.  The  children  loved  their  teacher,  and 
learned  well. 

The  winter  term  was  lengthened  out  by  a  private  term,  which 
nearly  all  the  scholars  attended.  Mrs.  Paine  is  one  of  the 
most  faithful  and  successful  teachers  in  town.  She  works  hard 
and  gives  her  pupils  a  real  drill. 

The  Intermediate,  under  Miss  Stanley,  during  the  summer 
term  made  fair  progress,  and  was  well  disciplined. 

The  High,  under  Miss  Mitchell,  fell  short  of  the  expectations 
of  your  Committee.  The  teacher,  although  of  much  experience 
and  high  literary  qualifications,  did  not  inspire  her  pupils  with 
that  respect  for  their  teacher  which  insures  promptness  and 
application. 

The  winter  term  of  both  High  and  Intermediate  was  under 
the  car6  of  Mr.  Barrows,  aided  and  assisted  by  Mr.  Ambrose 
and  Miss  Divine,  all  experienced  and  competent  teachers  ;  and 
yet,  by  reason  of  a  lack  of  funds  to  continue  the  school  to  its 
usual  length,  and  the  appearance  of  elements  which  were  not 
satisfactory  to  some  of  the  district,  all  was  not  accomplished 
that  otherwise  might  have  been. 
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DISTRICT  No.  8. 

CALVIN  RICHARDSON,  AGENT. 

This  school  was  in  operation  three  or  four  weeks  before  the 
Committee  were  notified.  We  found  it  as  it  should  be — every- 
thing moving  like  well-adjusted  machinery,  such  being  the 
first  law  of  the  school.  Miss  Cole  is  a  thorough  teacher,  as 
well  as  disciplinarian.  For  once,  No.  8  had  a  teacher  equal  to 
her  task. 

The  winter  term,  under  the  care  of  Miss  Howe  of  Andover, 
upon  examination  gave  evidence  of  thorough  scholarship  on  the 
part  of  the  teacher,  and  that  she  had- labored  faithfully  and  suc- 
cessfully to  impart  instruction  to  those  under  her  care.  There 
was  some  dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  district,  but 
we  think  if  they  had  visited  the  school  without  prejudice,  their 
dissatisfaction  would  have  been  removed. 

DISTRICT  No.  9. 

IRVING   FROST,  AGENT. 

This  is  a  small  school.  The  summer  term  was  very  satisfac- 
tory to  the  Committee.  The  management  good  and  the  chil- 
dren learned  well.    Miss  Hall  is  a  successful  teacher. 

Winter  term,  taught  by  Mr.  Town,  was,  on  the  whole,  a 
failure.  The  qualifications  of  the  teacher  deficient,  and  some  of 
the  scholars  disposed  to  take  advantage  and  make  trouble. 

DISTRICT  No.  10. 

CYRUS  COBB, AGENT. 

This  district  has  entirely  renovated,  repaired,  and  made  con- 
venient and  comfortable  its  school-house  since  our  last  Report. 
The  school  was  small  in  numbers,  but  large  in  results.  Miss 
Stevens  always  succeeds  well  as  a  teacher,  and  the  district  that 
secures  her,  need  have  no  fears  of  failure. 

DISTRICT  No.  11. 

JAMES   C   BENNETT,  AGENT. 

Summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Stevens,  who  fully  sus- 
tained her  former  well-earned  reputation. t  Those  districts  em- 
ploying Miss  Stevens  may  rest  assured  that  their  money  will 
not  be  thrown  away. 

Winter  term.  Miss  Cole  has  the  faculty  of  running  the 
school  machinery  very  smoothly,  giving  satisfaction  to  parents, 
and  gaining  the  love  of  her  pupils ;  yet  her  method  of  instruc- 
tion was  not  so  thorough  as  we  could  wish. 

DISTRICT  No.  12. 

HENRY  HERRICK,  AGENT. 

Summer  term.  Miss  Pingree  is  a  smart  scholar;  and,  while 
we  would  not  recommend  parents  to  permit  their  daughters  to 
assume  the  responsibilities  of  teachers  at  so  early  an  age,  we 
would  say  that  Miss  P.  succeeded  well  both  as  a  teacher  an<J 
disciplinarian. 
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Winter  term,  not  ^et  closed,  being  prolonged  by  subscrip- 
tion, is  moving  on  harmoniously  and  successfully  under  the 
supervision  of  Miss  Stevens,  who  always  succeeds  well. 

DISTRICT  No.  13. 

  EVERETT,  AGENT. 

No  summer  term.  Winter  term,  under  Miss  Holt,  began 
with  14  pupils  and  closed  with  7,  having  been  obstructed  and 
damaged  by  foreign  influences.  The  teacher  was  of  the  first- 
class.  The  school  appeared  well,  what  there  was  of  it.  This 
district  must  be  better  united  before  we  can  expect  much  of  the 
school.  We  think  were  its  affairs  in  the  hands  of  the  Commit- 
tee, instead  of  an  Agent,  the  difficulties  would  be  avoided. 

DISTRICT  No.  14.  s 

\VM.   S.   PINGREE,  AGENT. 

The  summer  school  was  under  the  care  of  Addie  Upton,  a 
very  successful  teacher.  On  account  of  ill-health  she  was 
obliged  to  leave  before  the  term  expired.  We  consider  Miss 
Upton  a  successful  teacher. 

The  winter  term  was  very  successful  under  Miss  Witt.  This 
was  her  first  attempt,  and  she  gave  promise  of  a  success  in  the 
future.    She  lacks  confidence  in  herself,  which  experience  will 

supply.   ,0, 

EXCHANGE  OF  BOOKS. 

Two  books  have  been  exchanged  during  the  year.  After 
careful  examination,  your  Committee  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  good  of  the  schools  required  the  changes,  and  they 
made  them.  We  have  been  severely  censured  for  our  acts  in 
this  particular,  and  we  claim  the  right  of  explanation  and  de- 
fence. 

First. — In  our  judgment,  the  new  books  are  far  superior  to 
the  old  ones  in  arrangement,  classification  and  method,  con- 
taining many  improvements,  and  better  adapted  to  the  wants  of 
our  schools. 

Second. — A  large  sum  of  money  is  saved  by  the  exchange, 
The  old  geographies  cost  .45,  .80,  1.20,  or  total,  $2.45.  The 
new  cost  .63,  1.15,  or  total,  $1.78.  Here  is  a  saving  of  .6*7  to 
each  scholar.  140  scholars  study  geography— 1.40  multiplied 
by  .67,  equals  $93.80  saved  in  five  years  in  geographies  alone. 

Nor  is  this  all.  The  new  were  exchanged  for  the  old  (many 
of  them  worthless)  for  50  and  20  cents.  The  old  books  were 
not  worth  more  than  half  price.  All  taken  in  exchange  amount 
to  $234;  all  given  amount  to  $249;  gain  to  the  town,  $15. 
Add  to  the  $93.80  above  $15,  and  we  have  $108.80  by  the  ex- 
change, and  a  far  superior  book. 

We  come  now  to  the  arithmetics.  The  old  required  from  six 
to  eight  years  to  accomplish  it,  much  of  it  being  useless  in  prac- 
tice.   The  new  contains  all  that  the  scholar  will  ever  need  in 
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business,  and  will  not  require  more  than  from  four  to  six.  The 
methods  of  the  new  are  the  same  as  are  recommended  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  in  his  last  Report.  The 
scholar  is  required  to  prove  his  work.  This  is  the  way  to 
make  mathematicians. 

Now  to  the  cost.  The  old  series  cost  .30,  .40,  .90,  1.40,  or 
$3.00.  The  new  cost  .30,  .40,  1.10,  or  $1  80;  difference  $1.20 
to  each  scholar.  There  are  225  scholars  now  in  arithmetic ;  in 
five  years  they  will  want  the  whole  series,  which  will  save 
$269.00.  In  the  exchange,  new  books  were  given  for  old  ones 
that  were  whole.  When  damaged,  from  20  to  50  cents  were 
paid  for  the  new  books.  The  actual  saving  to  the  town  in  the 
exchanges  of  the  past  year,  for  five  years  to  come  (before 
another  exchange  can  be  made),  is  $£77.80,  at  the  present  prices 
of  all  the  books. 

Your  Committee,  however,  did  not  go  into  a  monetary  calcu- 
lation when  they  made  the  exchange,  but  looked  solely  to  the 
educational  interests  of  the  schools.  There  are  improvements 
in  books  as  in  everything  else,  and  your  Committee  intend  to 
keep  up  with  the  age.  After  reading  our  explanation  and  de- 
fence, strike,  if  you  wish  to. 

WANTS. 

TM  Committee  feel  called  upon  to  specify  certain  wants,  and 
urge  upon  the  town  immediate  attention  to  them. 

The  interests  of  education  demand,  First,  that  the  school- 
nouses  be  made  comfortable,  healthy  and  inviting.  In  order  to 
do  this,  the  underbrush,  where  it  exists,  must  be  removed,  that 
mosquitoes  may  be  avoided ;  the  houses  secured  from  cold  by 
good  underpinning,  the  grounds  smoothed  off  and  suitably  orna- 
mented, and  wood  prepared  a  year  ahead.  Ventilation  and 
painting  will  preserve  both  health  and  school-house.  Good 
school-houses  are  always  an  index  of  the  intelligence  of  a  town. 

Secondly,  that  Agents  make  special  effort  to  employ  compe- 
tent and  faithful  teachers.  Many  districts  have  suffered  much 
through  poor  teachers.  The  Committee  will  recommend  in  fu- 
ture none  but  those  well  qualified.  The  standard  must  be 
raised,  and  none  save  the  competent  and  faithful  need  apply  for 
certificates.  Third,  that  parents  manifest  more  interest  in  the 
education  of  their  children,  that  they  co-operate  with  the  teach- 
ers to  secure  the  good  behavior  of  the  children,  and  guard  them 
from  foreign  influences  that  detract  from  interest  in  their  stu- 
dies. They  should  make  it  a  rule  to  visit  the  schools  and  be 
present,  especially  on  the  last  day,  at  the  examination.  Educa- 
tion is  the  best  legacy  we  can  give  our  children:  the  praise  and 
glory  of  the  land.  Let  intelligencee  be  the  characteristic  of 
the  rising  generation.
